Patriots Consider Countermoves

At the council of w ar at 
C am bridge 
called 
by 
General A rtem as Ward, the 
officers of the 
American 
so ld iers beseig in g Boston 
debated w hat to do. Spies 
had brought word that very 
day (June 16, 1775) that the 
British w ere planning 
to 
occupy D orchester Heights 
just south of Boston. What 
co u n term o v es should the 
Patriots m ake? 
The Com m ittee of Safety 
had urged that Charlestown 
p e n in s u la —a c ro s s 
th e 
Charles River from Boston— 
be fo rtified . 
W ard 
w as 
reluctant to do so because of 
the dangers involved and the 
serious shortage of powder. 
General Joseph W arren, the 
famous doctor and Patriot 
leader of Boston, felt the 
sam e way. 
One 
who 
arg ued 
dif­ 
ferently was General Israel 
P utn am 
of 
Connecticut, 
affectionately known 
as 
“ Old P u t.” This broad- 
shouldered farm er with long 
and hard service in the 
Indian War was a dominant 
figure in the council. Out­ 
spoken, a g g ressiv e, and 
explosive at times, Putnam 
was very much for action. 
He proposed the immediate 
fortification of the heights of 
C h a r l e s t o w n . 
C o lo n e l 
William Prescott of Groton, 
Massachusetts, who was to 
lead the action, agreed and 
the others went along. 
It was foolhardy for the 
Americans to venture onto 
C harlestow n w here they 
might be easily cut off and 
isolated by the British. This 
peninsula was connected to 
the mainland by a neck so 
narrow that it often over­ 
flowed at high tide. 
But 
rashness 
and 
not 
reason 
prevailed among the restless 
militia who wanted to drive 
the enemy out of Boston. 
The order given, 1000 to 
1200 men with varied arms, a 
d a y ’s 
ra tio n s 
and 
e n ­ 
trenching v(ools gathered on 
Cambridge common. After 
P resident 
Langdon 
of 
Harvard College prayed for 
the 
success, 
the 
force 
m a r c h e d 
t o w a r d s 
Charlestown. An eyewitness 
left a graphic description of 
th em : “To a man, they wore 
small clothes, coming down 
and fastening just below the 
knee, and 
long stockings 
with cowhide 
shoes 
o r ­ 
nam en ted 
with 
la rg e 
buckles, while not a pair of 
boots graced the company. 
The coats and waistcoats 
were loose 
and 
of 
huge 
dimensions, with colors as 
varied as the barks of oak, 
sumach and other trees . . . 
could make them, and their 
shirts were all m ade of flax, 
and like every part of the 
dress, w ere h o m e sp u n .” 
Officers 
m ight 
have 
uniforms but not the men. 
Entrenchments were to be 
laid out by Colonel Richard 
G ridley, an experien ced 
military engineer. Although 
the council had explicitly 
ordered the fortification of 
Bunker’s Hill, the officers 
decided on B re e d ’s Hill 
about 600 yards closer to 
Boston. Gridley laid out a 
square redoubt about 400 
yards long on each side; it 
was to be strongest on the 
south facing Charlestown at 
the bottom of the hill and 
Boston across the Charles 
River. 
At about midnight Colonel 
Prescott’s men 
began 
to 


throw up the earth atop 
B reed’s Hill; with only four 
hours u ntil 
daw n, 
they 
worked in nervous haste. 
The Americans didn’t try to 
work quietly and the British 
heard noise, but they offered 
no challenge. By daybreak a 
rude breastw ork about six 
feet high with wooden firing 
platform s had been erected. 
It was clearly visible from 
ships and from Boston. When 
the 
cannon 
of 
H.M.S. 
LIVELY fired a few balls at 
the fresh earthw orks shortly 
after dawn, they did little or 
no dam age. 
Bostonians were roused 
early that day June 17, 1775, 
by the roar of the cannon, 
and they waited nervously to 
see what the enemy would 
do. 
The 
British 
officers, 
however, saw no need to 
hurry to meet this American 
challenge. Meanwhile, the 
tired men on Breed’s Hill, 
who had spent most of the 
night with pick and shovel, 
continued to strengthen their 
position and to build some 
low outer works. 
Aroused 
from 
lethargy, 
General Gage now held a 
British council of war. All 
agreed that Breed’s Hill had 
to be taken, but how to do it 
w as 
debated. 
G eneral 
Clinton wanted to land a 
force near Charlestown neck 
and isolate the Americans. 
This was logical but Gage 
thought differently. Perhaps 
he felt it unwise to place 
soldiers 
betw een 
two 
divisions of the enem y. 
Would not a frontal assault 
be more effective? Such an 
a tta c k 
led 
by 
G eneral 
William 
Howe would im­ 
press the American rabble 
with British might, and they 
would no doubt flee in terror 
before Howe’s bayonets. 
It would be early afternoon 
before the tide would be 
right for landing on the 
eastern end of the peninsula. 
Meanwhile the British ships 
and the batteries on Copp’s 
Hill in the northend of Boston 
began a cannonade of the 
A m erican position. Little 
damage was done, but the 
deafening 
roar 
frightened 
the men. 
There was a moment of 
panic when a cannon ball 
killed one of the militia 
outside 
of 
the 
redoubt. 
Colonel Prescott, spattered 
with the brains and blood of 
the victim , im m ediately 
leaped to the parapet and 
daringly walked along 
it 
encouraging his forces. As 
the hot June day developed, 
the Americans were weary, 
hungry, 
and 
grimy 
with 
sweat and dirt. Still supplies

and reinforcements did not 
arrive. Without Prescott’s 
untiring efforts there might 
not have been a fight that 
day: doffing his coat, hat 
and wig—his sweaty bald 
head glistening in the sun— 
he urged the men on in their 
work.

tide spreading over the base 
of the hill as they landed on 
Charlestown. Laden with full

But Colonel Prescott, in 
anticipation of this, had sent 
Captain Thomas Knowlton 
with Connecticut troops to 
man a low barricade of rail 
fences, hay and stone walls. 
F ortu n ately , too, Colonel 
John Stark of New Hamp­ 
shire a rriv e d with re in ­ 


forcements to help defend 
the left flank. Howe’s ad ­ 
vance here was turned back 
by withering musket fire 
that left 96 redcoats dead. 
As hundreds in 
Boston 
watched, Pigot led his men 
up the hill to within IOO feet 
of the entrenchments before 
Prescott’s men opened fire 
with staggering effect. As 
many redcoats fell, others 
bravely tried to push on, but 
deadly fire forced them to 
retreat. General Howe was 
dismayed at the devastating 
sight of his w ell-trained 
soldiers being mown down 
like grass. 
Joining 
Pigot, 
Howe 
decided to try again. The 


British m arched upward on 
the bloody hill, stepping over 
fallen com rades. 
In their 
bright uniforms (especially 
the officers’) 
they 
made 
splendid targets, and at fifty 
yards the Americans could 
hardly miss. 
The British 
were 
horribly 
decimated. 
Running short of bullets, the 
P a trio ts 
had 
ram m ed 
buckshot, rusty nails, and 
even pieces of glass into 
their muskets. In the face of 
this the redcoats fell back 
again. 
In grim determ ination 
Howe and 
Pigot 
ordered 
their men to drop their packs 
and to climb the hill once 
more. And joined by General 
Clinton with fresh troops the 
British 
m ade 
the 
final 
assault. General Howe, his 
handsome uniform stained 
with sweat and spattered 
with blood, personally led 
the right side. 
The American forces were 
practically out of powder 
and 
shot 
and 
Colonel 
Prescott knew that there 
was little chance of holding 
the hill now. Although the 
colonials saved their fire 
until the ’enemy was within 
close range, they didn t have 
enough powder left to hold 
off the British. P rescott 
ordered a retreat. Swarming 
into the little fort, the red­ 
coats 
bayonetted 
any 
remaining Americans who 
resisted.

HOUSTON (UPI) - Over­ 
head an oscillating ceiling 
fan sends gentle currents of 
fresh air through the softly- 
lit room from which the

The majority of the more than 14,000 students attend 
classes from 8:30 a m. to 3:30 p.m., however, some Senior 
High School students begin their classes at 7:30 a m. and end 
their day correspondingly earlier.

Is Above Projections 


The University of Texas at 
Dallas is “ pretty much on 
target . . . a little above 
projections” in enrollment, 
says President Bryce Jor­ 
dan. 
This is not a surprise. 
President Jordan indicates. 
Contrary to national media 
reports, college enrollments 
in the nation have increased 
about 4 percent, and the 
Texas increase is probably 
m ore, especially in the 
D a l l a s - F o r t 
Wo r t h 
metroplex. 
Tile job market has shown 
that college graduates fare 
better when the market is 
leaner, he says; the idea that 
“ you don’t need to go to 
college,’' often expressed in 
recent years, is tieing turned 
around. 
U nem ploym ent 
ra te s 
am ong bachelor’s degree 
holders are 2 9 percent, 
while the rates for high 
school graduates with no 
college education are at 12 
percent, president Jordan 
says. 
The surprises at 
UT- 
Dallas are the high ratio of 
juniors to seniors (about 65 
to I), and the large jump in 
graduate registration, ex­ 


ceeding 
projections 
for 
September, 1976. 
UT-Dallas has enrolled 
3,422 this fall, 1,929 as un­ 
dergraduates and 1,493 in 
graduate programs. 
“This may be something of 
the way our future is to be,” 
President Jordan says with 
substantial growth indicated 
for the 1976 fall enrollment 
as present juniors continue 
and a new class comes in; if 
UT-Dallas’ history evolves 
like that of other urban 
universities, the coming 
s p r i n g 
s e m e s t e r ’ s 
registration “ probably won t 
drop.’’ 
UT-Dallas changed from 
an all-graduate university to 
an “ upper level” this Sep­ 
tem ber, enrolling juniors 
and seniors for the first time 
as a 1969 law came to life 
The 
enabling 
a c t’s 
language is simple enough. 
It directs regents of The 
University of Texas System 
to establish a “ university of 
the first class, awarding 
c u s t o m a r y 
d e g r e e s , 
bachelor’s, m aster’s and 
doctoral.” It also says that 
no 
freshmen 
and 
sophomores shall ever be 
admitted, and that teaching 


of junior and senior courses 
could not begin until Sept. I, 
1975. 
The basic idea is to bridge 
a public education gap in the 
Dallas area; to open a new 
route to bachelor’s and 
higher degrees for students 
who have completed two 
years in community and 
junior college systems or in 
another university and want 
to go farther in education 
without leaving jobs and 
established homes. 
Another 
com pellin g 
reason for the interest in 
UTD’s 25 undergraduate 
programs is the simple fact 
that state tuition rates are 
still $50 for up to 12 semester 
hours; additional fees are 
reasonable, at a time when 
dollars have to stretch. 
UT-Dallas tuition and fees, 
which compare with those of 
other public universities 
including UT-Austin and 
Texas A&M University, are 
about $195 a semester for a 
full-time student, far lower 
than 
private 
university 
costs. 
The fees include costs of 
parking and a health service 
covering sounseling and 
treatment by a physician or 


a physician's assistant. 
UTD president Jordan 
views the past six years of 
planning and construction of 
a $50 million campus, most 
of it concentrated in the time 
since he accepted his job in 
1971, as perhaps the last 
chance in the country to 
build a new institution which 
is a major university. 
“ Urban, 
metropolitan 
state universities are where 
the action is and is going to 
be in higher education,” he 
says. 
UTD students average 27 
or 28 years of age, are 
highly-motivated; there are 
a fair number of transfers 
from other states, four-year 
universities, but no great 
“ invasion” 
of 
private- 
university enrollments, says 
Jordan. 
In UTD’s nine (I through 
IX) undergraduate colleges, 
there’s one that already has 
the nick-name of “ Maturity 


College.” 
It 
offers 
the 
bachelor’s (and master’s) 
degree in General Studies. 
Nearly any combination of 
courses 
from 
UTD’s 
catalogs can be put together 
in this program, and it’s 
attractive to students who 
admit to being at least 39 
years 
old. 
Some 
have 
returned to college after 
more than a few years, with 
families raised and the new 
opportunity open. 
Why have colleges with 
numbers, instead of names 
like “liberal arts” or “ arts 
and sciences?” 
President 
Jordan is convinced that the 
“ chunks get too large” in the 
traditional 
structure 
of 
departments and colleges. 
So UTD has 
its nine 
numbered 
undergraduate 
colleges of a few hundred 
students each, studying in a 
group of related fields. 
There’s a chance to study 
German 
literature 
and 


language, for example, but 
in the whole Arts and 
Humanities program, not in 
a Department of German. 


“ People don’t live their 
lives in the compartments of 
academic disciplines,” says 
President Jordan. “ UTD has 
put 
stress 
on 
in­ 
terdisciplinary 
approach­ 
es.” 


The growing number of 
students who prefer to 
commute to college (but at 
shorter 
distances) 
also 
means that UTD takes a new 
stance on campus activities. 
Much of the extra-curricular 
action is organized around 
the nine colleges. There are 
not 
any 
big-time 
in­ 
tercollegiate athletics; there 
are all kinds of intramurals 
and “ life-time sports” ac­ 
tivities. Concerts, musical 
groups, 
and 
theater 
programs are already un­ 
derway and growing.

Free ambulance service, 
police and fire protection 
and sanitation and water 
services provided by the city 
help maintain the health and 
safety of Plano residents. 
Operated within the fire 
department, city ambulance 
service is provided free of 
charge to Plano citizens. 
This free service is un­ 
common in most cities. 
Specially 
trained 
per­ 
sonnel operate the two 
am bulances 
which 
are 
housed in Plano’s two fire 
stations. Each vehicle has 
em ergen cy 
equipm ent 
designed to safeguard the 
health of accident victims or 
ill persons enroute to a 
hospital. 
Both ’ police 
and 
fire 
departments are filled with 
well-qualified personnel on 
duty 
round-the-clock 
to 
protect the Plano public. 
A top-quality water supply 
for Plano citizens is also 
provided a day by 13 water 
department employees who 
last year maintained 194 
miles of water mains, 856 
fire hydrants, two elevated 
storage tanks with a com­ 
bined capacity of 2.5 million 
gallons and three pump 
stations 
capable 
of 
delivering in excess of 24 
million gallons of water per 


day. 
In 
1974 sewer workers 
maintained about 185 miles 
of sewer mains and seven lift 
stations 
which 
deliver 
sanitary waste to the Plano 
W astewater 
Treatment 
Plant located on Rowlett 
Creek. The plant, owned by 
the city and operated by the 
North 
T exas 
Municipal 
Water 
D istrict,
